stores. No trouble to spot them, 
almost at once. The questions they 
ask, 
the sales talk they listen 
lo 


with interest, the way they handle 
tackle, the things they buy — all 
signs point in one direction. They 
are the beginners, 
'bent on "tak- 


ing 
1 up" fishing, 
The next place you spot them is 


on the lakes and streams. Few, if 
any, 
of them have taken the trou- 


ble to learn how to use their new 
tackle. They 
simply pack their 


nice shiny gear into the car and go 
fishing, hoping for the ,best. They 
don't catch very 'many fish. 


It is nol the purpose of this dis- 


cussion to criticize the beginner. 
HiUhor, it is an attempt lo lend a 
helping hand, There 
is so much 


pleasure, 
enjoyment and relaxa- 


tion to jbe found in fishing that it is 
very much worth while to learn 
all you can fibout it. 


First off, it is not n wise thing 


for a newcomer at angling to pur- 
chase his tackle without some ad- 
vice and guidance from one who 
has hnd experience. That way 
you are fairly 
sure to buy what 


you should have, No use to handi- 
cap 
yourself 
with 
inadequate 


tackle., 


Once you have your tackle, learn 


how to use it. Dont' attempt to do 
this 
by yourself. 
Bad casting 


habits are easily formed and, once 
acquired, they are difficult to lose. 
It is best to ask a friend who is a 
good caster to teach you the fun- 
damentals. Then have him check 
your casting after you have had 
some 
practice, That 
way you 


can't go very far wrong. 


The reason behind the insistence 


on learning to cast, -at least pass- 
ably 
well, is this — when 
you 


are fishing by yourself, often you 
find those valua'blo times when the 
fish are feeding and taking lures 
eagerly. Then, if your casting is 
not what it should toe, you will miss 
a, great d.eal 
of sport purely be- 


cause you are not prepared to tako 
advantage of good fortune. 


Should you be fishing from 
a 


boat, bad casting places a penalty 
npt only on you tout on your part- 
ner as well. After all, fishing 
a 


shore line from a 'boat is a part- 
nership affair — one man fishes 
while tho otl]er handles (he bout, 
surely it is unfair to practice cast- 
ing on tho othoj1 man's time.

for taking him. 


There are many good books on 


fishing, every sort of fishing. All 
of them 
make interesting read- 


ing. 
All right, go to your public 


library and get some of them. The 
time j;ou spent digesting the infor- 
mation on their pages will toe well- 
spent indeed. You can't possibly 
know too .much about fishing, and 
never in a lifetime can you -...learn 
all there is to know, 


Fishing etiquette is 
something 


that is rapidly disappearing from 
our lakes and streams these days. 
Time was, quite some years ago, 
that there 
was 'a hard-and-fast 


code of courtesy among 
anglers, 


Anyone fishing a pool in a trout 
stream or a stretch 
of 
shore 


line in a lake was entitled to fish 
that water to his heart's content, 
without disturbance from others. 


Today, courtesy, to most 
an- 


glers, is merely a word in the dic- 
tionary, Such a thing as "resting 
a pool" in a trout stream 
• — re- 


tiring to (he 'bank while the fish 
recover from alarm caused by dis- 
turbance and start feeding once 
more 
— is indeed 
a hazardous 


procedure, Today, the 
moment 


you lake your place on the bank 
and light a smoke, your place is 
taken immediately by one or more 
eager beavers who take over 
and 


leave you to find other productive 
and unoccupied water, Rarely dQ 
you see this done by one of the 
oldtimcrs, so take a leaf 
.frorn. 


their book and apply the' Golden 
Rule to your fishing. 


Another discourteous rnanueyer, 


usually done, I notice, by young' 
er men, is to put in directly ahead 
,of a boat,

After An Accident 
After an automobile accident, see 


your doctor, even if you feel no 
pain. Wait until he examines you 
before you tell how toadly injured 
you think you are. 


If the accident injured or killed 


anyone, or the property 
damage 


exceeds the sum of $100.00, the 
mailer should be reported forth- 
with to the Director of Safety Di- 
vision, Arkansas Stale Police, Lit- 
lle Rock, Arkansas. Appropriate 
forms will be furnished on request 
to be used in reporting accidents. 


Failure to do so may result in 


having the driver's license to drive 
a motor vehicle revoked as well 
as 'the license for the vehicle. 


Appropriate forms will be fur- 


nished on request to the Arkansas 
State Revenue Department, Motor 
Vehicle Division, Safety Respon- 
sibility Section, Little Rock, Ar- 
kansas, to report insurance cover- 
age under the [Responsibility Act. 


Notify your insurance company 


at 
once of the 
accident, 
even 


though it looks trivial. Delay may 
impair your rights under the in 
surance policy. Show the report to 
your lawyer — if you have one — 
before filing it. 


Keep a copy of all reports you 


make. 


Someone may try to get you to 


ta'lk aboul Ihe accident, or sign a 
release for money ottered as a 
compensation. Consult your law- 
yer first. 


Choose your own lawyer on the 


basis of your own knowledge or 
that'of someone whom you trust, or 
that f someone whom you trust, or 
ask your local bar association or 
its referral bureau. 


Many people carry their lawyers 


name in their wallets as they do 
their doctor's, You may authorize 
him beforehand to act for you in 
case you are hurt and cannot, 


Above all, shun strangers — es* 


pceially if they try to sign you up 
or urge you lo take your ease -to 
some particular lawyer or other- 
you have never heard of. 


Such "runners" are usually act' 


ing for someone else whose inter- 
ests may be against yours. 


As a 
rule, you have three (3) 


years from the time of the aceK 
dent to file suit, but in some cases 
you have only one (1) year to file 
a claim, therefore, the only safe 
thing for you to do would ibe _to 
consult your attorney immediately, 


So act promptly, ibut do not Jet 


anybody 'rush 
you, particularly 


while you are shocked or confused 
by the accident.
